about -9 or 10 months at .the be- 
ginning of summer should, {f pos- 
sible, continue at the breast until} 
‘September, because even two or 
three breast feedings a day may be 
enough to keep his digestion in good 
order; and, in case he becomes ill, 
to save his life. The breast milk 
‘should be supplemented with two 
or three bottles of cows’ milk prop-| 
erly prepared, as directed in a 
former article in this series. 

In addition, some other food may 
be given, but it must always be re- 
membered that care in feeding the, 
baby at this age is as important as 
in early infancy. Changes in ghe 
diet‘in summer should be made very 
cautiously. Only one new article 
of food should be added at a time. 
It should be given at first in very, 
small quantities, and its effect on 
; the baby carefully watched mean- 
while. 

If the baby vomits, belches gas, | 
or shows looseness of the bowels, | 
the food should be greatiy lessened | 
in quantity or taken away altogether 
until the disturbance subsides. 

For a baby from 9 months to ‘one, 
year of age, the following food. ta | 
recommended: Strained orange. or, 
prune juice may be given once aan 
day after the baby is eight or nine ; 
months old, unless his bowels have 
a tendency to looseness;

is best to begin with small amounts, 
say, two or three teaspoonfuls, and

At nine months he may be given 
beef jnice, beef tea, or plain mutton 
er chicken broth once a day. 

At ten months he may have one 
to two tablespoonfuls of cereal once 
a day, Cream of wheat or farina 
may be used, either of which should 
be cooked for at least three-quarters 
of an hour in a double boiler. 

At ten months he may have a 
small piece of toast or zwieback or 
n crust of bread to chew immediate- 
ly after his midday feeding. 

At twelve months he may have 
leereal twice a day, If oatmeal is 
te it must be cooked for three
